WASHINGTON—If you go behind the scenes 
in the bankruptcy of the giant Associated Gas 
and Electric Company, you can understand why 
Henry Morgenthsu and Bob Jackson are so 
anxious that this be made a painstaking test 
case of holding manipulations. 
Some of the A. G. and E. financial operations 
are a stark object le.sson to John Q. Public In­ 
vestor. 
Real fact is that most of the operating sub­ 
sidiaries of Associated Gas and Electric are 
sound, some of 
even blue-ribbon utility 
companies. But ^^appears from evidence pro­ 
duced by the various inve.stigations of the giant 
.system that some of the subsidiarips have been 
milked pretty thoroughly by the holding com­ 
pany and its controllers at the top. 
Howard Hopson, czar of A. G. and E., organ­ 
ized four personal companies, incorporated in 
Newfoundland and owned in toto by him or his 
family. Hopson also set up a tax service, an ac­ 
counting service and a purchasing service, and 
the subsidiary companies paid huge 
fees 
for 
these .« services. 
For instance, Hopson hired Frederick S. Bur­ 
roughs of Harris, Forbes and 
Compa ny—chief 
bankers of A. G. and E.—and paid him $60 per 
hour seven hours a day. This came to around 
$60,000 a year, paid by one of Hopson’s per­ 
sonal companies. Then Hopson turned around 
and apportioned this charge among his sub­ 
sidiary companies, but at about $150,000, or 
more than double the arnount actually paid by 
him to Burroughs. 
Howe\’er, Hopson’s mo.st lucrative maneuver­ 
ing was in buying options on his subsidiaries. 
For instance, in October, 1929, one of his per­ 
sonal companies in Newfoundland took an op­ 
tion on 63,000 shares of Associated Gas and 
Electric Securities Co. The price on Hopson’s 
personal company was $50 per share, although 
the market price was then about $66. 
Then on the very same day that Hopson se­ 
cured this option, General Ga.s, one of his sub­ 
sidiaries, decided that it wanted to buy 63,000 
shares of A. G. and E. Securities, which it pro­ 
ceeded to do from the Hopson Company at $66 
and a fraction per share. 
So Hopson’s personally owned company in 
New'foundland got the difference, or a profit of 
$16 and a fraction per share on 63,000 shares of 
stock. This totalled $1,119 ,000—all made in one 
short day. 
Such were the advantages of a holding com­ 
pany. 
La Gua rdia For President 
Mayor Fiorello LaGuardia, who combines a 
sense of humor with a sense of reality, is being 
urged by his friends to become a candidate for 
President. LaGuardia, however, always demurs. 
He says he is too busy running New York City. 
One of those who has mentioned the presi­ 
dency to LaGuardia is none other than Frank­ 
lin Roosevelt himself. 
“Fiorello,” said FDR the last time the two men 
weie together, “I’m for you, not only because 
I m for you personally, but because you know 
so much about government,” 
“Isn’t that what he tells everyone?” a friend 
asked LaGuardia afterward.

Deadlock To 
War In Europe 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—Af­ 
ter six months of the Eu ropean 
war, American military men were 
in 
su bstantial 
agreement today 
that the conflict has reached a 
deadlock and that the way ou t is 
not in sight. 
Otherwise, officers whose du ty 
is to form ju dgments u nclou ded 
by sympathies are divided both 
on the significance of events thu s 
far and on the ou tlook for the fu ­ 
tu re. 
Few military men 
expect 
a 
mass offensive of world war style 
on the western front with the ad­ 
vent of .spring, and few believe 
that the final ou tcome will be 
affected by the fate of Finland. 
A cau tiou s majority inclines to 
the view that the allies already 
have won the u pper hand, and 
that economic strangu lation and 
an eventu al stroke of some kind 
shou ld u ltimately bring the Nazis 
to terms. 
An impressive minority, which 
inclu des some highly-placed offi­ 
cials with access to confidential 
advices from 
abroad, 
contends

French face the greater peril from 
the long siege-war of 
attrition, 
starvation and nerves which thev 
anticipate. 
Germany, by this estimates, is 
offsetting effectively the loss of

At the moment, many profes­

called night terrors. 
Occasionally , night terror mav 
,be related to the fact that the 
child has eaten too much before 
going to bed or that he ha.s slep t 
in an awkward p osition.

times It will be caused bv a radio 
¡p rogram that is full of shooting 
and horror; a movie of a ty p e to 
stimulate a fear reaction. 
Occa­ 
sionally children have such reac­ 
tions following auto accidents o->- 
tonsilectcmies, serious falls. 
Mo.st p sy chologists believe that 
night terrors can be controlled if 
the child understands them. Usu­ 
ally , children hesitate to describe 
their dreams because of the fear

that adults will make fun of fhe.n. i 
If the child is awakened thor- 
oughly . however, allowed to rest 
for a few minutes and then en­ 
couraged to talk freely about his ^ 
fears, he will usually remember 
ti-a cau.se? and will describe the 
dreams which led to the night ter- I 
ror. 
If the nature of the dream is 
exp lained to the child, he may lose 
some of his fear and distress. 
Children are much more suscep ­ 
tible to suggestion than are adulu 
If. before the child goes to bed,* 
adults indicate earnestly that he I 
will fall asleep p romp tly and will 
sleep q uietly throughout the night 
the effect on the child 
may be 
beneficial.

P.svchiatri.sts p oint out that some ^ 


children do better if they try to 
substitute p leasant dreams for bad 
ones. 
If p arents ask the child 
before going to bed what he would 
like to dream about and then sug- 
ge.st some p leasant exp erience, the 
result may be satisfactory . 
Fre­ 
q uently the telling of bedtime stor­ 
ies will result in p leasant dreams. 
However, stories full of wicked 
witches and goblins are not likely 
to y ield a restful night. 
Night terrors occur p articularly 
in children who do not like to go 
to sleep and who p ut up an argu­ 
ment before going to bed. In such 
cases, it is p ossible that terror.s 
are a reaction of the child for be­ 
ing comp elled to go to sleep .
